front bond issue election ivas pending. He ob- 
structed that project as far as lie could in the. 
Council and after it was:submitted despite his. 
objections, he publicly announced himself as 
satisfied with the .terms of the proposed im- 
provements and would support the bonds; and 
then 'turned round and, tried to, defeat them.

His rule did not 'busy itself 
with reforming society, but was fairly efficient in matters of gov- 
ernment. 
The vigor of the support given Professor Merriam by 


the church element, particularly the Protestant clergy, excited a fear 
that his election would mean a tightly closed town, rigid Sunday 
laws and a general restriction on sports and amusements; This fear 
alienated a large body of business men from the Republican candi- 
date.

But the farmers needed a reminder that under j 
the statute a bushel is a -bushel, and that reminder they have got."] 


.Whereat the Springfield Republican remarks that the reminder 


is even more applicable to the makers of the baskets. But if there 
had been no demand for short-measure baskets they would not have- 
been manufactured. Every man who used those baskets knew that 
he was giving dishonest measure, that every bushel he sold was half 
a peck short. It was the desire for illegitimate profi-t that prompted 
the use of the short measures. The makers did not originate the 
fraud, they simply catered to dishonest greed. However, the excuse 
that cheating by short weights and measures is a "trade custom" is 
an old one. The cheating is not new, but the efforts to suppress-it 
shows how extensive it is- and' custom; -sanctifies-tfteft.

Japan would 
remain .Inaccessible and• STUB- stronger 
than before, standing 
upon 
Its right 


against an- unjust aggression. It would 
be supported by the national feeling of 
the people and by the exalted solidarity 
of Asia: No civilized 'nation could ab- 
dtaln from approving resistance.. 
"But supposing, now, the reverse, and 


in n. moment of complete folly that Japan 
should attack the United States. This 
attack woulrl be, for Japan, a suicide. ' 
"Let us suppose, with the most pessi- 


mistic alarmist, that Japan, starting a 
policy of Imperialism, would try to mon- 
opolize the Pacific ocean, claiming Asia 
for the Asiatics. It would be the besin-r 
ning of its decadence and the end of Its 
power. Acting 
against 
the 
United 


States, taking by surprise or by force 
the Philippines, the Hawaiian -Islands, 
Japan would open, at the same time, the 
era of a general aggression against Eu- 
rope. It could not stop. It would threat- 
en Great Britain, Singapore as well as 
Shanghai, Prance, Saigon, as well as Ha- 
noi, 
Germany, Netherland, Russia, Aus- 
tralia, too—that Is to say, all the world. 
It Is very much to flo for ono natlon;- 


WOUL.D MEAN COLLAPSE. 


"And 
where would Japan find money 


for experimenting In the Pacific this Na- 
poleonic policy of a universal blockade? 
And what would become of its Industry, 
of its agriculture, of Its commerce, of 
its art, of its economic leadership in 
China? It would be the miserable col- 
lapse and not the triumph, of Japanese 
imperialism. 


"Let us stop this alarmist nonsense 


and these pessimistic appeals to new 
glory.

"The empire of the sea exists no' more. 
The Pacific ocean will belong to all, .as 
well as sky belongs to aviation and not 
to ono nation only. 


"Let us be confident in the wisdom of 


the Japanese people and of the Japan- 
ese government.

A San Francisco news- 
paper attributes to President Jordan the 
coining of 'systematic muckerism' as a 
description of the rooting indulged in at 
the. intercollegiate baseball games, and 
quotes 
Dr. 
Angell, 
chairman 
of 
the 


faculty athletic committee, as follows: 
" 'Athietics first, studies second, seems 
to .be the 'order in which the students 
rank their college duties. 
" 'Personally, I believe that it the in- 


tercollegiate contests could be carried on 
with gentlemanly courtesy, they should 
be , continued. 
But if the "win-at-any- 
cost" spirit is to prevail, then the games 
cannot be stopped too soon. 
". 'Basoball, especially, Is played on a 


low plane. 
And baseball and football 
are tho principal intercollegiate games 
Indulged In by the students. 
All of the 
objections apply to these two games. 
".'There Is very little fault to fln'd with 
track athletics. Lawn tennls^and rowing 
are hli?h-class sports and should be con- 
tinued.' 
"It is unfortunate that the Stanford 
faculty has fallen into the JDonnybrdok 
fair policy of 'wherever you see a head, 
hit. 
it.' 
Sincere efforts to improve the 
conditions at present connected -with a 
game which has attained some slight na- 
tional popularity would, we believe, be 
productive; of better results. 
Although 
baseball in particular, and intercollegiate 
athletics in general, have been subjected 
to what is in our opinion unjust criticism, 
a. constructive attempt by the Stanford 
'faculty to eliminate features which seem 
to them objectionable is welcome. Abol- 
ishing tho game to begin with, however,
